RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the town Moderator determines the procedures to be used in 
Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parliamentary 
or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules at any time, 
however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish new rules, will 
always take precedence to other business which is already “on the floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


e The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 

e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 

e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 

e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 

e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. You 
must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 

e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and announce 
your name before proceeding with your comments. 

e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making 
an amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given 
time. When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, 
the amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then 
continue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior to 
the motion to amend. 

e A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 5 
voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 

e A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writing 
or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be requested 
before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 





One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from the 
Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a question or 
make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but 1f you want the 
Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it on the table with a 
motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient meeting.

Town meeting and the election of officers were both held on Tuesday, March 10, 
2009, commencing at 9:00 a.m. at the Freedom Town Hall. 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, reviewed the election procedures with the | 
clection workers in the downstairs of the Town Hall and then opened the polls for voting. | 
Election workers present were: Donald Johnson, Moderator, Beth Earle, Assistant | 
Moderator, Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Sue Brown, Deputy Town Clerk, Alice Haslett and 
Heidi Tourigny, Ballot Clerks, Peter Schiller, Gatekeeper. [Rochelle Brooks joined the | 
election staff as a ballot clerk later in the day.] Daniel Brooks, Patricia McCoy and Albert. 
Godfrey, the Supervisors of the Checklist, were also present, assisted by George Buzzell. | 

After opening the polls downstairs, Mr. Johnson went upstairs and commenced 
with the deliberative portion of town meeting. 

Mr. Johnson called the meeting to order at approximately 9:05 a.m. and explained 
that the polls had been opened downstairs for the election of the town and school officials | 
and also to vote on Article 2 as proposed by the planning board. . 

Mr. Johnson explained the use of the voter cards. He noted that Supervisor of | 
the Checklist Pat McCoy, assisted by George Buzzell, had been checking people in to | 
the upstairs hall using the checklist and providing the voter cards, to be used for voting 
purposes throughout the meeting. Mr. Johnson also noted that the Freedom Historical | 
Society was offering coffee and donuts and accepting donations. : 

Mr. Johnson introduced himself to the assembly and then proceeded to introduce 
those officials seated at the table on the stage: Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Susan Slack, | 
Town Counsel, and the Board of Selectmen: James Brown, Donna Cupka, Chairman, and | 
Les Babb. : 

Mr. Johnson noted that Sue Brown, Deputy Town Clerk, Beth Earle, Assistant 
Moderator, Alice Haslett, Heidi Tourigny, Pete Schiller, Albert Godfrey and Bud Brooks 
were working downstairs at the polls. | 

Mr. Johnson noted that the rules of the meeting are as stated on Page 2 of the Town | 
Report. He asked that anybody wishing to gadis please raise your hand to be recognized — 
—and explained about the use of the term: “point of order”. 

Mr. Johnson led the assembly in the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 






Mr. Johnson turned the meeting over to Donna Cupka, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, for the awarding of the Boston Post Cane to Ted Acton. Donna provided a 
brief explanation of the history of the cane prior to the presentation. Mr. Acton accepted 
the cane and thanked the Selectmen. 

Mr. Johnson commenced the meeting with the reading of the Warrant:

All other articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon beginning at 9:00am 
at the Freedom Town Hall. 

Mr. Johnson read the first two Articles, noting that these are written warrant 
articles and are being voted on at the polls downstairs.

ARTICLE 2 passes. 


Article 3: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of money 
for year 2009: 

The Moderator asked the Selectmen for a motion to include the total to be raised 
and appropriated by this Article. 

Donna Cupka MADE A MOTION to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,.080,713.00 for Article 3. 


SECONDED: Justin Brooks. 

The Moderator explained to the meeting that we would be discussing this Article 
section by section, commencing with the Total for General Government of $375,544.00. 

Selectman Cupka explained that this amount includes making Linda Farinella full 
time (from part time) in the town office with an increase in the hours that the town office 
will be open. Currently the office 1s open from 8am to 1:00pm Monday — Thursday and 
will be increased to 3:00pm Monday — Thursday, noting that these changes are necessary 
due to the increased demand for services. 

Anne Cunningham asked about the increase in the health benefits; Selectman 
Cupka explained that the new full time position would have benefits, which had been 
added tn. 

Jane Davidson noted that 8-3 1s only 28 hours; Selectman Cupka explained that 
the office is open 28 hours to the public - Monday - Thursday, but the staff also works on 
Fridays; and 32 hours is considered full time. 

The next sections and totals were read by the Moderator, as follows: 

Public Safety: $499,982.00 — no discussion. 

Highways and Streets: $750,254.00 — no discussion. 

Sanitation: $191,992.00 — no discussion. 

Health: $13,935.00 — no discussion. 

Welfare: $10,150.00 — no discussion. 

Culture and Recreation: $73,950.00 — no discussion. 

Conservation: $13,800.00 — no discussion. 

Debt Service: $151,106.00 — no discussion. 

The Moderator asked for further discussion on Article 3 — totaling $2,080.713,00: 


Jane Davidson asked about the increase in the Fire Chief’s Salary & Expenses: 
Selectman Brown noted that this is the first full year ~ last year’s figures were for a partial 
year. 

Betty Godfrey commented about the cemeteries needing more care and upkeep 
and asked about adding more money and made a MOTION TO AMEND the cemeteries 
line item by $10,000.00, to increase the line from $2,700 to $12,700 — and corrected 
the wording to increase the total bottom line of Article 3 from $2,080,713.00 to 
$2,090,713.00, recommending that the $10,000.00 increase be for the cemetery line item 
of the budget; SECONDED by Rick Zecher. 


Discussion. 


Justin Brooks MADE A MOTION to move the question. 

The Moderator explained to the meeting what this meant: If the meeting votes to 
move the question, all discussion stops on this amendment and the meeting will proceed 
to vote on the amendment; if the motion to move fails, the discussion will continue. 

VOTE on motion to move the question: YES, by majority. The motion to move 
carried. 

VOTE ON proposed Amendment to raise the total of Article 3 by $10,000.00: NO 
— by majority. The Motion to Amend fails. 

Discussion continued on Article 3 1n its original form. 


VOTE ON ARTICLE 3 - $2,080,713.00: YES — the article carries. 


Article 4: 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $70,000.00 to be withdrawn from the 
Municipal Land and Building Capital Reserve Fund for up to 12 acres of land. This is 
currently part of Map 3 Lot 11 which abuts the Ossipee Lake Road. 

Emery Stokes made a MOTION TO POSTPONE Article 4 until Article 26 has 
been considered; SECONDED by Judith Blake. 

Mr. Stokes explained that Article 26 should be heard first, noting that there is a 
plan to move the town offices out of the village, and he feels the town offices are a vital 
part of the village, and that more information is required and Article 26 would deal with 
that. 

Discussion. 


John Shipman asked the Moderator if there was a difference between the terms 
“postpone” and “table”; the Moderator explained that to postpone would be to continue, 
to table would end further discussion of Article 4. 

Scott Brooks asked if Article 4 was passed over to discuss Article 26, did that 
mean the meeting would never hear the Selectmen’s explanation of Article 4? 


The Moderator explained not as he understood it — Article 26 would be discussed 
and then Article 4, 1f the motion to postpone carries. 

Scott Brooks expressed concern to the Moderator that if Article 26 carries, it is 
possible that the explanation for Article 4 may not be heard, and asked for a ruling from 
the Town’s Attorney. 

After discussion, it was noted by Susan Slack, town counsel, that both Articles 
could come forward, with separate motions, and be brought to the floor for discussion at 
the same time, but would need to be voted on separately. 

Regarding the motion to postpone, Elizabeth Rhymer asked if it would be possible 
for the people who proposed the Motion and seconded it to withdraw the motion and 
second. Mr. Stokes and Mrs. Blake both said: “No.”. 

Donna Cupka made a MOTION TO MOVE the question. 

VOTE on Motion to Move: YES — the motion to move carried. 

VOTE on Motion to Postpone Article 4 until Article 26 has been considered: YES, 
the Motion carries. 

John Krebs made a MOTION to consider Articles 4 and 26 concurrently, and 
to vote on Article 26 only after hearing the Selectmen’s presentation for Article 4; 
SECONDED by Scott Brooks. 

The Moderator noted that after discussion, Article 26 would have to be voted on 
first, then Article 4. 

Maynard Thomson asked the Moderator for a point of order — asking about a 
written ballot. 

The Moderator explained that Article 4 will be by written ballot, as he’d already 
received a petition signed by five voters. 

VOTE on MOTION to consider Articles 26 and 4 concurrently, so as to be able to 
hear the Selectmen’s presentation on Article 4: YES — by majority. The motion carried. 


The Moderator proceeded to read Article 26: 


Article 26: (By Petition) | 

To see if the Town will limit the Municipal Land and Building Capital Reserve 
Fund by directing that no land be purchased with the Fund without the specific approval 
of Town Meeting, and not until the Town, through the Board of Selectmen, have 
produced: 1) a current Building Evaluation to include a professional assessment of the 
potential for expansion and upgrade capacity of town-owned buildings and parcels | 
of land, and 2) a Cost Estimate Summary to include professional estimates for the 
improvement of existing buildings and also for the purchase of new land and construction 
of new facilities. The expenses of generating said Building Evaluation and Cost Estimate 
Summary shall not exceed 10% of the balance in the Municipal Land and Building 
Capital Reserve Fund, including any sums added to the Fund at the 2009 Town Meeting. 

(Not Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 











MOTION: Emery Stokes 
SECONDED: Elizabeth Rhymer 


The Moderator then proceeded to read Article 4: | 


Article 4: 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $70,000.00 to be withdrawn from the 
Municipal Land and Building Capital Reserve Fund for up to 12 acres of land. Thisis | 
currently part of Map 3 Lot 1! which abuts the Ossipee Lake Road. | 

MOTION: Les Babb 

SECONDED: Scott Brooks 

Discussion on Article 26: Emery Stokes spoke to Article 26, noting that monies 
had been placed in capital reserve funds for many things, but felt the money should never | 
be used without a plan and a total layout of the costs involved, noting that we are in very 
poor economic times, and that professional input is needed and he expressed concern 
about having two empty buildings. 

Discussion on Article 4: Selectman Babb did a presentation on behalf of the 
Selectmen, explaining that research had been done about the costs, maps are available 
and were presented, and a build-out analysis has been obtained. 

Mr. Babb presented details regarding other properties that had been looked in to 
and noted it is necessary to consider the surrounding area, accessibility, traffic patterns 
and of special concern was emergency vehicle access, explaining that the placement 
of the town complex would have an adverse affect on surrounding property values and 
will dramatically change the character of the area. The Ossipee Lake Road property 
was chosen for its location and the fact that there has surrounding land to act as a buffer. 
Mr. Babb noted that White Mountain Survey had done test pits on the land and found it 
to be buildable. He noted that the Fire Department Lot — deeded to the Town in 1978 
— according to the build-out analysis of that lot performed by White Mountain Survey — 
would sustain the Town Office building and parking for that building and septic only, not | 
the town offices, police and fire departments. Cost estimates were received from Bowen | 
Construction and it is estimated that the project will cost $3,542,900.00.

Mr. Babb noted that the School Bond will be paid off in 2010 and it is estimated 
that after considering the money from the capital reserve fund, if Article 4 were to pass. 
the additional tax would be 45 cents per thousand and used a $200,000.00 home as an 
example, stating the increase is estimated at an additional $90.00 per year. 


Discussion. 


Justin Brooks made a MOTION TO MOVE the question. VOTE on Motion to 
Move: YES — the motion to move carried. 


The Moderator announced the meeting would proceed to vote — voting on Article 
26 first. 

Selectman Brown asked the Moderator for a point of order ~ asking that the town’s 
attorney be allowed to speak to the legality of Article 26. 

The Moderator ruled the point of order to be out of order, as the motion to move 
the question had been approved and stated the meeting would proceed to vote on Article 
26. 

John Paiva asked for a point of order — asking for a secret ballot; he was joined 
by many others in this request and the Moderator said that a secret, written ballot was 
already going to be used for Article 4 and that he would allow it also for Article 26. 

The Moderator was asked if both Article 26 and Article 4 could be voted on at the 
same time and he answered no — the Articles have to be voted on separately. 


The meeting then proceeded to vote by written ballot on Article 26: 
RESULTS w935%ES 41 NO 
Article 26 carries. 
The Moderator then went to Article 4. 


John Krebs made a MOTION TO TABLE Article 4; SECONDED by Justin 
Brooks. 
Mr. Krebs noted that Articles 4 and 26 go hand in hand. 


Discussion. 


Maynard Thomson asked the Moderator for a point of order. The Moderator asked 
for an opinion from Town Counsel first regarding the motion to table. 

Attorney Slack noted that the meeting could proceed to Vote on Article 4 only if 
the motion to table is either withdrawn or fails. 

John Krebs asked if there was a need to vote on Article 4, because the passage of 
Article 26 makes Article 4 moot? 

Attorney Slack noted that if Article 4 is tabled, there would be no vote, no 
movement forward. Article 26 passed, but there are legal issues with the wording of 
Article 26 and that Article 26 is legally ineffective, as Article 26 seeks to have the 


Selectmen spend money from the capital reserve fund on existing town buildings and the 
capital reserve fund, as currently established, is not for that purpose. State law doesn’t 
allow the expenditure of money from a capital reserve fund not for the purpose intended. 

Attorney Slack noted that in order to change the purpose of an existing capital 
reserve fund, it would need to be done by a separate warrant article and would require 
a 2/3 majority vote, by state law. Spending money from the existing Capital Reserve 
Fund on Article 26 1s inappropriate under the law. 

Discussion on the motion to table. 

Ed Reed asked for more information from town counsel on the legal opinion for 
Article 26. 

Attorney Slack explained that the article does not contain a specific amount and 
doubts that the Department of Revenue Administration will find the article appropriate. 

The Moderator pointed out that there are legal technicalities involved. Article 26 
was passed. Article 26 and Article 4 were discussed together and it was agreed that the 
meeting would act on Article 4 after Article 26 — and now there is a motion on the floor 
to table Article 4. The Moderator announced we would proceed to vote and that a vote 
“Yes” would mean Article 4 would be tabled. 

Anne Cunningham asked the Moderator for a point of order — asking why now? 

The Moderator brought the meeting back to the discussion of the motion to table. 

John Paiva noted that this is very confusing, that it would be wrong to table Article 
4, and still favored voting on Article 4. 

John Shipman asked the Moderator if there would be more discussion if Article 4 
is not tabled. 

The Moderator said yes — there would be more discussion allowed if Article 4 is 
not tabled. 

Maynard Thomson encouraged the meeting to vote yes to table and questioned the 
legal opinion regarding Article 26. 

Pat McCoy noted that the meeting needed to be very specific in its instructions, 
as this Article, even if tabled, could come back again under the final article - Article 28 
- “any other business”, unless specifically worded otherwise. 

The Moderator confirmed that this Article could come back under Article 28. 

Scott Brooks asked the Moderator for a point of order: if an Article is tabled, can 
it come back on to the table? 

The Moderator said that a tabled article can come back on to the table and this was 
confirmed by Attorney Slack. 

Robert Libby, Jr. asked a question of legal counsel: Article 26 passed but with 
legal questions, and if there 1s a Yes vote on Article 4, can other conditions of Article 26 
stll be met? 

Attorney Slack noted that Article 26 is asking the Selectmen to get professional 
assistance and input, but the current capital reserve fund cannot be used for that purpose. 
No money was raised or appropriated in Article 26. The Selectmen’s hands are tied. The 
Selectmen have no authority and cannot expend town money. 

Robert Libby: if Article 4 passes, can the project still continue if volunteers come 
forward? 


Attorney Slack: If Article 4 passes, the Town will buy the land, If there is any 
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other way to accomplish the goals of Article 26 without money, that can happen as well. 

The Moderator brought the meeting back to the motion to table discussion. 

John Krebs started to speak and Justin Brooks MADE A MOTION to MOVE the 
question. 

The Moderator then proceeded with the vote on the Motion to Table Article 4, 
done by a count of hands:

Betty Godfrey noted that she had never heard of this fund and asked what it is and 
where It 1s.

Peg Scully spoke on behalf and in support of the Article — noting that the

Gail Morris spoke to the Article — noting that the Heritage Commission would 
be non-regulatory and advisory, working hand in hand with the Town and the Board 
of Selectmen - and by establishing the Commission, would be eligible for grants. The 
Commission would be dealing with buildings and sites of historic interest. Ms. Morris 
noted that there are at least forty Heritage Commissions in the State of New Hampshire 
at this time. The Heritage Commission is not regulatory. Cemeteries come under the 
Heritage Commission, too. The Heritage Commission would establish an inventory and 
this will help in the future determining needs and priorities. 


VOTE on Article 23: YES — by majority. Article 23 carries. 


Article 24: (By Petition) 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint 

3-7 citizens as members of the Heritage Commission pursuant to the provisions of RSA 
673:4-a and RSA 673:5, to appoint up to 5 additional citizens as alternate members, or 
take any other action relating thereto. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 2-1-0) 

MOTION: John Shipman 

SECONDED: Gail Bizer 

Gail Morris spoke to the Article. She noted that the article contains very complex 
language — this would be a non-regulatory commission ~ the language has been very 
carefully checked — and noted that applications have been handed out and there are 
already people ready to serve on the commission. 

Selectman Babb noted that there is a volunteer form inserted 1n the back of the 
Town Report, which can be used to volunteer for any town committee or board. 


VOTE on Article 24: YES — by majority. Article 24 carries. 


Article 25: (By Petition) 

The Freedom Historical Society and its members respectfully request the town 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 to address the most urgent repairs to the 
Allard house/barn to help protect significant historical and cultural treasures. 

(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen 3-0-0) 


MOTION: Justin Brooks 

SECONDED: Scott Brooks 

Bonnie Burroughs, President of the Historical Society, spoke to the Article, noting 
that the Historical Society has a wonderful museum and invited visitors. The Historical 
Society had local contractor Steve Woodard do a review of the building last fall and the 


museum is in need of an estimated $40,000.00 for repairs to the roof, the chimney and the > 


barn’s sill. The Historical Society has received approximately $800 in private donations 
and is looking at grants. 


Gail Morris spoke in favor of this Article and noted that the reason the Historical 
Society is only asking for $10,000.00 is that working with the Heritage Commission, the 
Historical Society may be eligible for a Collaborative Grant along with the Old Home 
Week Committee and possibly the Conservation Commission — and they are hoping to be 
able to raise the other $40,000.00. 


VOTE on Article 25: YES — by majority. Article 25 carries. 
[Article 26: was handled earlier in the meeting — see Article 4 above.] 


Article 27: 

To review real estate acquired by the Town by Tax Collector’s deed since the last 
annual Town Meeting to consider whether or not to sell any or all such properties and the 
appropriate terms and conditions regarding their sale. 

MOTION: Les Babb 

SECONDED: Justin Brooks 


VOTE on Article 27 to review: YES — by majority. Article 27 carries. 


Tax Collector Ann Babb addressed the meeting, noting that there are only two 
properties: Map 28A, Lot 44 on Spindle Point and Map 23, Lot 48 in Mt. View. (Both 
pieces are raw land - no buildings.) 

Discussion, 


Selectman Les Babb noted that the properties had just been taken, so terms and 
conditions were not yet determined and turned further discussion over to town counsel. 

Attorney Slack noted that the prior owners have three years to redeem the taxes. 
The Town can sell but must give the former owner thirty (30) days notice. 

The Moderator asked the Selectmen 1f the Town intends to wait the three years? 
Selectman Babb said yes — because the owners can redeem. 

No further discussion. 


Article 28: 

To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting. 

Selectman James Brown wanted to clarify the capital reserve fund language 
wording issue, stating that on March 14, 2006, Article 6 gave the specific wording for 
establishing the capital reserve fund. 
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Selectman Donna Cupka asked if it were possible to present the Trustees’ Report in 
summary form in the future and the Moderator advised her to put that in a motion form: 

Donna Cupka made a MOTION that the Selectmen be authorized to make the 
Trustees’ Accounting in future town reports in the summary format; SECONDED by Les 
Babb. 

Jim Blake asked: “Why?” — and Selectman Cupka explained that it would save 
paper and printing costs. The Selectmen’s Assistant, Karen Hatch, also noted that other 
towns do not publish the details, only the summary. 

Neal Boyle asked how the details could be obtained if not presented in the town 
report. 

Selectman Cupka noted that the information was available at all times at the Town 
Office. 

VOTE on MOTION to authorize the Selectmen to make the Trustees’ Accounting 
in a summary format in future town reports: YES — by majority. The motion carried. 

Selectman Donna Cupka presented a Certificate of Appreciation to be given to 
Brian Hampton for his 17 years of service to the Town, and also thanked Beth Earle for 
her 4 years of dedicated service. 

Selectman Babb thanked Donna for her years of service as a Selectman. 

Donna thanked the Town and said it had been a very valuable education, that 
Freedom is a great town and blessed with its employees and that she looks forward to 
serving in other venues, noting that when she had been approached about becoming a 
Selectman, Les Babb had told her: “it only requires Monday nights!” 

The Moderator, Donald Johnson, thanked all present for having conducted the 
meeting very well - passionately, but respectfully. 

The Moderator then introduced our Fire Chief, Gene Doe, who then showed those 
assembled the Town’s new Cardiac Monitor — which has a $31,000.00 value — which the 
Town was able to purchase for $6,500.00. 

The Moderator then announced the unofficial total of today’s Warrant Articles 
- $2,448,288.00, further noting that the School Budget from the night before had been 
approximately $3.4 million. 

Bobbi McCracken asked — where do we stand on Article 26 — it was noted that 
Article 26 might not be legal, and we voted not to purchase the land? 

The Moderator noted that Article 26 had been passed, but Article 26 includes a 
provision not to exceed 10% of what is in the capital reserve fund. However, it is highly 
unlikely that the Department of Revenue Administration will approve the spending 
of any money based on that language. Regardless of that, there may be other ways to 
accomplish the intents of Article 26 if it can be done without the expenditure of money, 
and it seems, due to potential volunteers, that other ways have surfaced, and asked town 
counsel to confirm his statements. 

Attorney Slack concurred and noted that one issue — the statement that “no land 
will be purchased” without Town Meeting is incorrect. The Selectmen are agents for 
the town and can spend money without town mecting approval. Last year’s warrant 
article designated the Selectmen and granted them the authority to acquire and sell town 
land, and the Selectmen can proceed under that authority. The direction in Article 26 1s 
advisory only. 
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John Shipman asked what is preventing the changing of the wording on the capital 
reserve fund? 

The Moderator noted that a specific Article must be placed on the Warrant — to 
provide due notice — and the vote would then require a 2/3 majority vote — so that any 
change would be at least one year out. 

Selectman James Brown noted that as far as the Fund goes, the Selectmen could 
have bought the land but didn’t — the Selectmen wanted to bring the issue forward to 
town meeting and get the town’s input. 

Attorney Slack further noted that the authority to acquire and sell can still be 
controlled by the town. Ifa petition is submitted, signed by fifty registered voters, it 
would automatically put the question off to the next Town Meeting. Any action by the 
Selectmen would require at least two public hearings and publication of the notice of the 
hearings and it would be known. 

Maynard Thomson asked 1f Attorney Slack had prepared a written opinion of the 
alleged illegalities of Article 26. 

Attorney Slack confirmed that she had; the Selectmen concurred. 

Jane Davidson noted that as a taxpayer, she felt the town meeting should have been 
told about the legal issues of Article 26 before all the time was spent on Article 26. 

Selectman Babb explained that he had tried to get the Moderator’s attention — and 
the Moderator confirmed and said he had had to deny the Selectmen the right to speak, as 
the Motion to Move the Article forward was already on the floor, and under the rules of 
procedure, further discussion was not allowed, as a motion to move the question shuts off 
all further debate. 

Selectman Babb further noted that getting the town meeting input was very 
valuable to the Selectmen. 

Discussion, 

Emery Stokes asked about the Town Hall siding issues and because both articles 
were voted down, would there be any money to find out about the problems? 

Selectman Brown noted that the issue would now rest with the Heritage 
Commission — to determine what is needed and come back to the Selectmen. 

Lee Fritz said she was confused as to what had taken place with Articles 26 and 4. 

Attorney Slack noted that Article 4 didn’t have to be on the Warrant — the 
Selectmen already had the authority to purchase land, but had decided to bring the article 
forward to town meeting. 

Anne Cunningham asked if there is any way that Article 26 can be used? 

The Moderator stated only if the professional help can be obtained without the 
expenditure of any town funds. 


Attorney Slack confirmed that — noting that as long as no funds are required, 
Article 26 is a strong advisory vote only — at the discretion of the Selectmen. 
Selectman Cupka noted that Ann Marshall has volunteered to provide free 


professional services, but will not be available until after May, due to prior commitments, 


so there may be an avenue for Article 26 to move forward and the Selectmen welcome 
her input and look forward to working with her. 

Maynard Thomson asked if Article 4 was advisory? 

Selectman Brown explained that the Selectmen already had the authority to 
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purchase the land but didn’t — wanted to bring the matter forward to get the Town’s 
opinion at town meeting. 

Attorney Slack noted that the Selectmen were given the legal authority last 
year and have full authority legally to make the purchase. It would require two public 
hearings — with publication — and at the end of the second hearing, a Petition can be 
presented, signed by fifty registered voters — and the selectmen cannot go forward. 
Approval was granted under RSA 41:14a last year. 

Discussion. 


James Brown made a MOTION TO ADJOURN; SECONDED by all. 


The Meeting was adjourned at 1:35 p.m.

The following ts the final report of the Article 26 Committee, broken down 
by summary sections, 


1.0 Article 26 of 2009 Freedom Town Warrant: passed by a majority of 
voters on March 10, 2009: “Yo see if the Town will limit the Municipal 
Land and Building Capital Reserve Fund by directing that no land be 
purchased with the Fund without the specific approval of Town Meeting, 
and not until the Town, through the Board of Selectmen, have produced. 

1) a current Building Evaluation to include a professional assessment 

of the potential for expansion and upgrade capacity of town-owned 
buildings and parcels of land, and 2) a Cost Estimate Summary to 
include professional estimates for the improvements of existing buildings 
and also for the purchase of new land and construction of new facilities. 
The expenses of generating said Building and Cost Estimate Summary shall 
not exceed 10% of the balance in the Municipal land and Building Capital 
Reserve Fund, including any sums added to the Fund at the 2009 Town 
Meeting.’ [Secretary’s Note: While the funding clause (last sentence) of 
this Article was deemed ‘illegal’ by Town counsel, the Selectmen appointed 
this Committee to address the wording and intent of the remaining Article]. 


2.0 Article 26 Committee: On March 23, 2009 the BOS selected the 
current committee members to act as an “advisory committee” to address 
Article 26 of the Town warrant; they were: Les Babb, John Shipman, Lee 
Fritz, John Krebs, and Chuck Brooks 


3.0 Public Committee Meetings: Nineteen, properly posted, public 
Committee meetings were held (essentially twice monthly) from April 
29", 2009 through January 6", 2010. All draft minutes were posted on the 
Town website within a week and meeting materials made available either 
at the meetings or at the Town Office. Public attendance ranged from 
approximately 12 to 60, with an estimated average of 30 people attending; 
public comment was encouraged and extensive. 


4.0 The Consultant: The Committee advertised for experienced 
consultants to assist the Committee and seven letters of interest were 
received and evaluated. The committee reviewed cost estimates from three 
final consultants that were selected based on most relevant experience 


ies 


and whom were given specific scope of work. SMP Architects (New 
London, NH), was selected based on ‘best value’, a combination of 
relevant experience, interview results and price. The BOS approved the 
recommendation of the Committee to hire SMP and the final negotiated 
price of $26,360. The final Committee budget approved by the BOS was 
for $32,000; it included funds for a Phase I site assessment and advertising 
in addition to the architect’s price. 


5.0 Findings 


3.1 Building evaluations and land parcels: 


Engineering evaluations were done on Town Office, 
Town Hall and Fire Station. Structurally, the buildings 
were found to be generally fine, with some problems 
identified in each case- all repairable. SMP submitted 
the engineering reports to the Committee 

Lack of compliance with building, life safety, fire 
and ADA requirements were found to be the biggest 
problems with the Town Office, Police and Fire 
facilities. Some fairly serious non-compliance issues 
were noted. 

A separate study (Phase I site assessment) was 
conducted by Nobis Engineering to determine the 
potential for hazardous materials on the land or in the 
buildings of the Town Office and Fire Station. Reports 
have been submitted to the Town office. Essentially 
there 1s the potential for hazardous materials (asbestos, 
lead paint) in the Town Office building that would 
have to be remediated and/or removed 1f major 
renovation or reconstruction was proposed for the 
Town Office building. These reports have been 
shared with SMP and Bauen Engineers. A Phase II 
study would be necessary to confirm the presence of 
hazardous materials and costs to remediate. 

The Land Committee’s report was reviewed by 

the committee and it was decided that abutters of 
current Town facilities should be contacted to see if 
they would sell some land to the Town if needed for 
building expansion. After reasonable research and 
discussion, it was found that abutters would agree to 
sell some land to the Town, as identified in specific 
Letters of Intent. This meant site options considered 
then became: 
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o Town Office- Purchase 9000 sf from Plunges 
to increase parking opportunity. This included 
caveats as to the visibility (1.e., depth on 
the lot) of the proposed building, and an 
agreement from the Mason’s that they will 
continue to give ROW to Town for use of 
parking area by Town. 

© Fire Station- Purchase 0.83 acres from Stuarts 
to expand size of current fire station site 
to almost 3 acres, giving room for some 
combination of fire, police and town office, or 
all three. 

o Ossipee lake Rd- Purchase 10.5 acres from 
Priebe/Haslett which would allow room for 

_ fire, police and town office, or all three. 

© Other properties evaluated- The only other 
land option considered was the Clancy land 
(about 2 acres) at 59 Old Portland Rd, but this 
was removed because of restrictions by the 
land owner 

o Letters of Intent (LOI’s) were submitted to 
the 3 abutters and the Masons. Three LOI’s 
(Plunges, Stuart and Priebe) were signed and 
given to the Town Office; the Mason’s will 
review their LOT with their membership in late 
January, 2010. 


3.2 Compilation of Alternatives and Cost estimates 


Eight alternatives were identified by the Committee 
and after substantial discussion and public input, they 
were reduced to four options that were considered 
viable (see attached). 

The Committee reviewed the November 2006 space 
needs study done by the town, got feedback from town 
employees and the public and then worked with the 
architect consultant to determine space needs for each 
function (fire, police, town office) 

The architect consultant prepared general footprint and 
building layout design for the four final alternatives, 
and these have been costed out by the architect’s 
engineering sub-consultant, Bauen Engineers. These 
evaluations also considered a basic ‘stabilization’ of 
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the Town Office building in case it was decided to 
move from this building and come up with alternative 
uses for the building. 

e Cost comparisons: Prices for alternatives were 
compiled that took into account reasonable 
construction design and costs, 1.e., not low end, nor 
high-end, design and materials. Costs do not include 
the following: final architectural design fees, any office 
relocation, hazardous materials remediation/removal, 
costs needed due to construction, nor office equipment. 

e Architect’s final report: SMP 1s preparing a final 
report for the Committee/Town that summarizes 
the alternatives evaluated and final cost estimates. 
Please see that report (when available) for details of 
alternatives and costs. 


4.0 Findings of the Committee 

The Committee spent substantial time evaluating site and building 
alternatives presented by SMP. The Committee felt that the fire and police 
final plan (13,384 s.f.) would be a reasonable starting point for final 
architectural design discussion. Discussion about the Town Office options 
were more complicated. In the end, the Committee evaluated four (4) size 
plans for the Town Office functions: a 2,810 s.f. attachment to the fire and 
police station complex and three alternatives for renovation and addition 
at the existing Town office site: a minimum building size of 3,600 s.f, a 
mid-sized option of 5,236 s.f. and a largest option involving 6,200 s.f. 
Substantial public comment was made as to the adequacy and size of the 
options evaluated; each argument having valid points, in most cases. 


In the end, the Committee 1s (unanimously) proposing that the Town be 
presented with two warrant articles: 


|. That a combined fire and police facilities be built on the current 
Village Road site at an estimated cost of 2.86 million (2.6 million 
plus 10%) for approximately 13,384 square foot building size. This 
includes the purchase of a 0.83 acre section of land from abutter, 
John and Barbara Stuart.

That Freedom voters be presented with a choice as to which Town 
Office option they prefer: 


a. add 2,810 square feet to proposed fire and police facility 


(on Village Road) at a 2010 estimated cost of $454,300 
(413,070 plus 10%), and ‘stabilize’, maintain and operate 
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existing the town office building; or, 


b. renovate and expand current town office to 5,236 square 
feet at a 2010 estimated cost of $1.07 million (968,660 + 
10%). This includes the purchase of 9,000 sf of land from 
abutters, Petula and Bill Plunges, 


The Freedom BOS needs to be aware of two important points: 

1. That the Committee has been dealing with construction costs 
only (provided by SMP) and we estimated another 10% 
markup to cover final design and other associated costs not 
in the actual construction number. Toward that end, Bauen 
Engineering has provided estimated costs for a $3 million 
project and this estimate is attached (Attachment 4. “Draft- 
Project Budget Analysis”). The BOS will need to assess these 
costs prior to estimating the final price for a bond. And, 

2. It should be stated that the Committee worked with 
“conceptual” layouts and design; final building layout and 
design will need to be determined by Town representatives 
working with the architect on the final design for the 
option(s) selected by the voters. 

Finally, the Committee recommends that the BOS and/or Town 
representatives work with the Architect to provide clear details on 
both options to the voters prior to town meeting; that way voters 
have the opportunity to be fully informed about their choices. 
These findings and recommendations represent a summary of the 
Article 26 Committee.

LIBRARY REPORT 


The library was a busy place in 2009! We had nearly 2,000 more patron visits 
than in 2008. As always, our numbers spike in the summer when vacationers 
and seasonal residents return. Our popular summer reading program also 
brings many patrons into the library throughout the summer--127 kids, teens 
and adults participated in summer 2009. 


We continued many of our popular programs this year including the Freedom 
Flicks Film Series for adults, Pizza & Movie nights monthly through the 
school year and weekly during the summer, and art exhibits featuring a 
different artist every two months. We held Teen nights and Fun Fridays 
throughout the summer and the kids’ writing workshop was again well- 
attended. Preschool story time is a popular year-round offering. 


We offered three professional programs for children including Reptiles on 
the Move, held during Old Home Week to a record crowd. Thanks to the 
Friends of the Library, we lent out family passes to Squam Lakes Natural 
Science Center, the Portland Museum of Art and The Remick Country 
Doctor Museum and Farm. 


After 20 years of service, co-founder Lee Fritz stepped down as leader of the 
Freedom Book Club. Sylvia Carney has stepped in to take over from Lee. 
The book club meets eight months during the year. Among other activities, 
the book club participated in the One Book One Valley event in the fall when 
people all over the valley read The Double Bind by Chris Bohjalian. 


In 2009, the library again benefited from a host of volunteers who staffed 
the desk, taught classes, cleaned up the grounds, and redid the front door. 
Our thanks to all who helped make the library such a wonderful place. The 
Friends of the Library held a volunteer recruitment event in the fall and 
many people have signed on to become more involved in Friends activities 
and library tasks. 


We received a special grant from a patron to replace our VHS tapes with 
DVDs. We now have a very attractive and popular collection of movies to 
borrow. If the library doesn’t own the film, the librarian will either borrow 
them from another library in the state or borrow them using the library’s 
Netflix membership (a gift from the Friends). Our participation in the NH 
Downloadable Audio Books program continues to be popular—patrons 
downloaded 468 audio books for free in 2009. 
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With the support of the selectmen, we replaced the library’s boiler this year 
and had a new oil tank installed in the basement. The new super-efficient 
boiler and programmable thermostats have kept our heating costs in check. 


The library lost a good friend when Jim Scully passed away last summer. 
Jim was a former trustee and a beloved presence in Freedom. Friends of Jim 
and Peg donated over $2,700 in Jim’s memory that is now in a special fund. 
The Scully family will use these funds to make a gift to the library in Jim’s 
memory. 


We invite all Freedom residents to visit and discover what a community 
treasure we have here at the Freedom Public Library and thank Elizabeth 
Rhymer and Judy Johnson for all of their hard work in making it so.

1. Each unit contained in multi-unit dwelling shall be equipped with 
Automatic Fire Warning Devices and Carbon Monoxide Detection 
Devices. On every floor level, in each common stairway and in 

each common hallway of a multi-unit dwelling there shall be an 
Automatic Fire Warning Device and Carbon Monoxide Detection 
Device. 
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2. Every single family dwelling which is built or substantially 
rehabilitated after January 1, 2010 shall be equipped with an 
Automatic Fire Warning Device and a Carbon Monoxide Detection 
Device. 


2a. Every rental unit as defined in RSA 153:1,[X-a shall be equipped 
with at least one Automatic Fire Warning Device and one Carbon 
Monoxide Detection Device. An automatic Fire Warning Device 
shall be located in each hallway or area which 1s adjacent to a 
sleeping area. The provisions of this paragraph shall be 1n addition 
to any requirements under paragraph I]. The owner of the rental 
unit shall be responsible for maintaining the Automatic Fire Warning 
Device and Carbon Monoxide Detection Device in a suitable 
condition. 


RSA 153:1 [X-a. “Rental Unit” means any residential unit in a 
building or single family dwelling which provides permanent 

or transient living facilities for one or more person, which is 
occupied by tenants on a rental basis. This term shall include but 
not be limited to: hotels, motels, dormitories, apartments, duplex 
units, rooms rented out of the home of another, and single family 
dwellings, so long as they are rented.

In 2009, Medstar responded to nearly 2000 calls for service. In addition to the 
increase in call volume, we have made multiple advances in the services we 
provide, some of which are listed below. 


We now have six ambulances online and four more that are getting paint jobs and 
new decal work. We have more that twenty employees with twelve full timers. 
Over 80% of our full time roster is ALS. Our goal is to have double ALS (2 EMT- 
I’s or an EMT-I and a Paramedic) on every ambulance that leaves the base. We 
have our Medstar Training Center, located in Center Ossipee, with classes running 
throughout the year. We have an in house mechanic and an excellent maintenance 
program. Some of the new equipment purchases include two LifePak 12’s and 
three medication infusion pumps. We have purchased an older model RV and are 
in the process of purchasing a small tag long camper to be utilized for lengthy 
events such as firefighter rehab at a working fire and as an accommodation for 
displaced families that are waiting for the American Red Cross or other services. 
As we renew ambulance service contracts, we intend to work with the local Fire 
and Rescue departments to train a minimum of 20 residents in CPR/AED per year. 
We are striving for 24/7 Paramedic availability and are close to achieving our 
goal. We have a new logo and a new uniform to go along with the new direction of 
Medstar. 


We look forward to our continued growth, improvement, and our service to the 
Town of Freedom. 


I would like to Thank the Board of Selectmen, Freedom Fire & Rescue and of 
course the people of Freedom for their continued support.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk of frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist 
you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before 
doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless 
the ground is completely covered in snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or 
DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us or more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire's forest resources. For more information please contact the 
Division of Forests and Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 

Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third week in April 
and lasting virtually all summer long. Consequently both the number of fires and the number of acres burned 
were below the last five year average. Due to state budget constraints, the staffing of our statewide system of 
16 fire lookout towers was limited to class Ill or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of 
days staffed, our fire outlook towers are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this 
season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented 
this year by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was especially high. Surprisingly the 
largest single fire this year occurred in late November during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County 
town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is presumed to have been caused by a careless hunter. 

Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire 
from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, 
and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials, Additional information 

and homeowner recommendations are available at www. firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department and the state's Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

POLICE REPORT 


The Freedom Police Department consists of three full-time 
officers, an on-call animal control officer and a part-time secretary. 
I am the Chief and I started working for the Freedom Police 
Department part-time in 1998 and came on full-time in 2003. Along 
the way I worked for the Carroll County Sheriff’s Department and 
the Ossipee and Tamworth Police Departments. One day I really 
hope to retire from the Freedom Police Department. 


Our second full-time officer is Sergeant James Mullen. Jamie 
started working here full-time last February and worked here for 
several years prior to that in a part-time capacity. Jamie also works 
for the Madison Police Department and before that worked for the 
Ossipee and Tuftonboro Police Departments and also served in the 
United States Marine Corps. I feel extremely lucky to have been 
able to attain Jamie in a full-time capacity. He has brought a vast 
amount of experience and knowledge with him. I may upset some 
police officers by saying this, but I think most of them would agree 
that Jamie 1s one of the best and brightest police officers I have ever 
had the privilege of working with. 


Our third full-time officer is Peter Tourigny along with his K-9 
Boone. Peter is in his third year with us and is doing an outstanding 
job. Prior to Pete being a police officer he spent nine years in the 
United States Marine Corps. This year Pete and Boone attended and 
graduated from a three month K-9 training academy in Manchester. 
Officer Tourigny is now a nationally certified K-9 handler and Boone 
is a nationally certified patrol K-9. Officer Tourigny and Boone 
also attended and graduated from a drug detection school hosted 
by the Goffstown Police Department which made Boone a multi- 
purpose K-9. Officer Tourigny has been a colossal asset to the police 
department and the town as a whole. In the time Peter has been here 
I have not received one single citizen complaint about him, I have, 
however, received numerous amounts of favorable comments and 
letters of commendation. 


Our on-call Animal Control Officer is Joanne Gayer. Joanne has 
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been working here now for a few years and has taken her job very 
seriously. The Animal Control Officer position has historically been 
a difficult job to fill. It is a totally on-call job which makes it difficult 
for most people to perform. I can count on one hand the amount of 
times over the last few years that Joanne has been unable to handle a 
call. 


This spring we had a rash of car break-ins. All of the vehicles 
that were broken into were unsecured and were all over town. 
Fortunately they stopped as quickly as they started. We also had 
several homes and businesses burglarized this year and they were 
also spread all over town and were perpetrated at all hours of the day 
and night. In today’s society and current economic condition, theft 
seems to be the most commonly committed crime. The easiest way 
to prevent theft is by not giving anybody the OPPORTUNITY to 
steal your property. You do this best by not making yourself an easy, 
simple, weak or lucrative target for criminals. The more obstacles 
or adverse factors you place in their path, the less likely criminals 
will bother with you. Criminals don’t like to work very hard to 
obtain their desired unlawful ends. With that said, I want everybody 
to clearly understand that you are personally responsible for your 
own self-protection and property. Many people are under the false 
assumption that crime is only the responsibility of the police. Make 
no mistake about it any effort to deal with crime must have the full 
support and cooperation of the community. It is impossible for any 
police department to effectively do their job without the help of the 
good people in the community. 


Looking forward to 2010, the one major thing I am asking for 
is manpower, especially for the summer months. Freedom has 
approximately between 1400 and 1500 year round residents. During 
the summer months that number skyrockets, I have heard several 
different estimations that range from 12,000 to 25,000. Whichever 
number it is or anywhere in between I know it puts a strain on 
police services. Nationally there is approximately | police officer 
for every 1500 people. Freedom has 3 full-time officers, including 
myself. Keep in mind that there 1s 24 hours in a day and 7 days in a 
week. That is 168 hours ina week. If you divide that by the 40 hour 
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work week that the average police officer works that means it would 
take 4.2 officers to cover 24 hours a day seven days a week. The 
Freedom Police Department aspires to cover every call that comes 
into the Town of Freedom, however, that is just unrealistic with the 
current staffing. As it stands now, there is generally one officer on 
duty at any given time. The day shift covers from 4:00 am to 4:00 
pm and the night car covers from 4:00 pm to 4:00 am. Obviously 
there are going to be times when there is not going to be an officer 
available. For instance, if an officer is on vacation or is sick. We 
also have to attend court and yearly mandatory training that often 
takes us out of town. 


What | am asking for this year are monies to hire several certified 
police officers to work part-time. What I have budgeted for 1s the 
equivalent of putting one officer on the road for one shift a week for 
nine months and two shifts a week for three months, the primary 
focus being on the three summer months. The New Hampshire State 
Police and the Carroll County Sheriff's Office help us out a great 
deal and all their help is incredibly appreciated. I have spoken fairly 
extensively over the last year with the heads of both agencies. They 
have both told me that there agencies want to work in a support role. 
If they have a Deputy or Trooper available to handle a call that the 
Freedom Police Department cannot, they will assist if they can. 


According to the Carroll County Sheriff's Office Communications 
Center, 2447 calls for service came into there dispatch for the Town 


of Freedom. Below 1s a list of some of the calls that we investigated.

Your local health official plays a critical role in effective local and regional 
public health system management and 1s responsible for three critical 
functions. The first is to enforce applicable New Hampshire laws and 
administrative rules (i.e. regulations), as well as local ordinances and 
regulations enacted by the community. The second critical function 1s to 
serve as a liaison between State officials, local elected officials, and the 
community on issues concerning local public health. The third is to be a 
leader and active participant in efforts to develop regional public health 
capacities. 


This year was certainly busy with the arrival of the novel HIN1I influenza 
season. I participated in several teleconferences with those at the state level 
working on this public health issue. I also worked closely with our Fire 
Chief, local Camp Nurses, and the Freedom School Nurse to be sure HIN] 
plans were appropriate for the various environments. 


Other topics requiring health officer attention this year included West Nile 
Virus and Eastern Equine Encephalitis education, septic and rental property 
inspections, community education, winter safety issues, and elderly 
concerns. 


I hope you have all visited the new Freedom Health Officer website 
within the Town of Freedom website. The purpose of this website is to 
bring public health knowledge to everyone in Freedom. | welcome your 
thoughts, questions, and comments.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The problems in the economy had an impact on the Planning Board’s 
activities in 2009. The Board received no applications for either 
major or minor subdivisions. Over the course of the year, the Board 
approved two boundary line adjustments and one site plan review. 


With fewer applications, the Planning Board spent more time on 
planning! We worked on the recommendations of the Master Plan, 
moving forward on housing issues, drinking water protection, and 
adopting best management practices to protect the town’s wetlands. 
We revised the floodplain ordinance and proposed changes to improve 
the zoning ordinance. 


On March 9, voters will have the opportunity to have their say on five 

ballot questions. Here 1s a brief description of each question: 

1. Revisions to bring Freedom’s existing Floodplain Ordinance 
into comphance with FEMA requirements so that Freedom 
residents in flood hazard areas obtain flood insurance from the 
National Flood Insurance Program. 

Allowing residential camping by family members and friends 

on aresident’s property fora limited time. Today, the ordinance 

does not permit residential camping at all. This addition to the 
zoning ordinance will provide options during vacation periods 
and family reunions. 

3. Amend Article 306 that deals with the ZBA granting Special 
Exceptions that streamline the process for some applicants. 
The existing rules require that applications involving erosion 
control or cutting and removal of trees and natural vegetation 
go through a list of thirteen (13) standards.

4. Amend Article A304.1(a) that requires that forestry-tree 
farming in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District use 
best management practices. The amendment provides two 
(2) references for sources describing these best management 
practices.

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Update all references in the zoning ordinance that refer to 
two (2) agencies whose names have changed (Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission is now the Department of 
Environmental Services, and the Soil Conservation Service 
is now the Natural Resource Conservation Service).

ZONING OFFICER 


Zoning requirements for 2009 were steady with routine requests 
for building expansions, issues requiring enforcement, and work 
on changes to the Zoning Ordinance. Zoning permits are issued 
separately from building permits for assurance of compliance with 
setback requirements and environmental protection. 


Shoreland protection situations have occupied the most time. 
I have been able to assist numerous applicants with the necessary 
route to take in obtaining state and town permits. I would encourage 
landowners to look into zoning considerations prior to carrying out 
activities which may require town and/or state permits. Normally 
compliance can be worked out to everyone’s satisfaction. These 
procedures are for the purpose of ensuring healthy water quality for 
all of us and protect land values now and into the future. 


In an effort to further assist those who have shoreland questions, 
a file has been established at the Town Office with information of 
various topics related to land use for properties located on open 
water. These include general suggestions for reducing erosion, and 
therefore helping improve water quality, even when not required by 
permit or law. 


I once again ask residents to come forth with concerns regarding 
zoning and possible ordinance changes. Proposed changes will be 
presented for vote on 2010 town meeting day. These are discussed at 
public monthly planning board meetings and presented at additional 
public hearings. Living in a community requires some level of 
control in the interest of the health and welfare of its landowners 
and protection of the character of the Town, and works best with 
thoughtful input from all citizens.

He 
visited the Trout Pond Town Forest on October 14, 2009 for the annual 
conservation easement inspection. Members of the FCC, FAC and Town 
Forester Barry Keith, trekked with him. 


Mary’s Mountain was visited by twenty plus towns folk during the 
scheduled hike as part of the 2009 Old Home Week festivities. Two 
guided hikes are scheduled for the 2010 Old Home Week activities: 
Mary’s Mountain and Pequawket Trail. 


Extensive road repair was conducted on Jackman Ridge Road to curtail 
erosion and provide for improved drainage. Ongoing maintenance of this 
road will be required to maintain an acceptable access to Trout Pond. An 
additional timber sale was also accomplished toward the improvement 

of the forest. This also created some successional habitat generation and 
wildlife openings for wildlife management. 


This year we invited Matt Tarr, Wildlife Extension Specialist and Wendy 
Scribner, Forestry Extension Educator from the UNH Cooperative 
Extension Service of the University of New Hampshire. The purpose 
was to have additional input in conjunction with the current evolving 
work plan for the Town Forest. The plan, where it is feasible and not cost 
prohibitive, will include wildlife and forest management. FCC and FAC 
members along with Barry Keith and Rich Gerard accompanied these 
specialists during their day long visit. Matt Tarr and Wendy Scribner 
each commented on the grateful foresight of Town voters and numerous 
volunteers who campaigned diligently to preserve this land. 


FCC and FAC extend a job well done to the Town administrative staff, 
Karen Hatch, Linda Farinella and Dianne Park who support us with 
timely and accurate schedules, notes and postings. The FCC and FAC are

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


This year we did not experience the extreme weather conditions we have in 
previous years. The summer season was a very productive one. The Highway 
Department was able to accomplish the many repairs to the Town roads. 

The reconstruction of Rice Hill Road was Funded by FEMA Grant Money. 
The deterioration of this road section was by far in the worst condition of any 
other part of Rice Hill Road to be repaired. In unearthing I discovered a high 
level of ground water, large rocks, and unsuitable material in the roadbed, all of 
which had to be removed. 

The only thing left to do to finish this road improvement is to have the 
finished coat of asphalt over the remaining reconstructed portions of the road that 
only has a base course of asphalt on them at the present. I have saved materials 
that are unsuitable for specific uses,but when mixed with other material it 
becomes a valuable product; a form of recycling, retaining and using as much of 
our natural resources as possible. 

Some of this recycling has resulted in having gravel on hand suitable for road 
maintenance use at Watts’ Pit on Route 25. This resource being 7 miles away 
instead of 10 or 15 miles, saves time and money. 

Through the years there have been many changes 1n the way road 
maintenance 1s accomplished. The various studies and researchers have made us 
aware at how we maintain our roads; mainly our ground water, small streams and 
controlling erosion. 

I have been very diligent in these areas. ] have stabilized ditches with Rip 
Rap Stone or loam, seed, & mulch, or erosion control blankets. These erosion 
control measures are in the Towns’ best interest to maintain safe roadways while 
protecting our natural resources. In most cases these measures are a requirement. 

As aresult of these efforts, extreme weather events have caused minimal 
damages compared to neighboring towns that had entire road beds washed away. 
A proactive approach to road maintenance Is a safer one in our pursuit of safety 
for the public. 

The air, water and earth are for everyone. But everyone must do their part in 
taken care of MOTHER EARTH.

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OSSIPEE WATERSHED 
WATER QUALITY UPDATE 


Water quality monitoring results for the Ossipee Watershed, and specific results 
for the town of Freedom ts based on an in-depth analysis of results through 2008 
(a full report was given to the town of Freedom in 2009 and is available online at 
2009. A more detailed summary of results from Freedom sites is available 
at the Freedom Town Office and a presentation of results, maps, graphs, and 
program information can be made to the Town upon request. This program 1s a 
community-driven research program in cooperation with watershed towns, local 
residents, UNH, NH Department of Environmental Services, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Maine Department of Environmental Protection, and the 
Saco River Corridor Commission. 


Overview of Watershed Results 2002-2009: 
*** Data has been collected across the watershed at 35 sites for 24 different 
chemical and physical parameters since 2002. Ossipee Lake, Berry Bay and 
Lower Danforth have been monitored since 2003. Broad and Leavitt Bays 
have been monitored since 1990. 


e Levels of organic nutrients (phosphorus, nitrate & ammonium) are generally 
low. 

e Levels of dissolved oxygen, conductivity, and turbidity are within a healthy 
range to support aquatic life. 

e Ossipee Lake, Berry Bay, Broad Bay, Leavitt Bay and Danforth Pond 
showed concentrations of chlorophyll-a, transparency, total phosphorus, and 
conductivity that are low (good) to average for NH lakes. 

e Macroinvertebrate community sampling showed that most of the 10 river 
sites sampled are in “good” to “excellent” condition. Additional water quality 
data for local rivers and streams is available in above referenced reports and 
website. 


Sites with water quality issues: 
e Sodium Chloride (salt): Square Brook, Ossipee Lake Road in Freedom; 
Phillips Brook, Route 25 in Effingham; Frenchman’s Brook, Granite Road in 
Ossipee; and Banfield Brook, Route 113 in Madison all show elevated levels 
of sodium, chloride and conductivity, 3 to 4 times higher than the typical 
background levels for NH surface waters. Road salt storage and/or application 
near these sites and throughout the watershed 1s the primary source. Road 
salt runoff enters streams via culverts and ditches and it may infiltrate into 
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groundwater supplies through roadside soils. Further studies are needed to 
determine how much of this elevated sodium is due to past or present de-icing 
practices. Freedom’s Road Agent uses Best Management Practices and crew 
education to help maximize the balance between environmental and satety 
needs with respect to de-icing procedures on town roads. De-icing practices 
on State roads and garages within our watershed are managed from the NH 
District 3 office in Gilford, NH. 


e Water Clarity: Water clarity (transparency) has significantly decreased at 
the following deep spots based on 10 years of data: 

o Broad Bay: significantly decreasing (worsening) transparency 

by approximately 3.0% annually (on average). 

o Leavitt Bay: significantly decreasing (worsening) 
transparency by approximately 2.3% annually (on average). 
The exact cause of, and potential cures for, decreasing water 
quality in these local bays is still to be determined. Further study 
is needed in this area.

Water quality sampling 1s coordinated and conducted by Green Mountain 
Conservation Group (GMCG), with help from local volunteers. GMCG is a 
regional conservation organization founded in 1997 whose primary focus 1s the 
“Ossipee Watershed”, an area encompassing Sandwich, Tamworth, Ossipee, 
Madison, Freedom, and Effingham. GMCG’s vision is an Ossipee Watershed 
characterized by clean water and land use decisions that protect shared natural 
resources for future generation. All six watershed towns, including Freedom, 
along with local donors, provide partial financial support to help ensure continued 
knowledge of our local water quality. See www.gmcg.org_for more detailed 
information on local water quality research, education and advocacy programs. 
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FIREWORKS ORDINANCE 


Pursuant to RSA 160-B:10 and RSA 160-C:6, the Board of 
Selectmen of the Town of Freedom, New Hampshire, hereby ordains 
as follows for the purpose of providing a tool for law enforcement 
and fire officials to deal with complaints, and to allow people to 
enjoy their property without diminishing the rights or safety of all 
others. 


Non commercial displays of fireworks within the town of Freedom ts 
prohibited. Commercial displays shall be required a permit through 
the Fire and Police Chief. 


Non commercial fireworks will be permitted for a period of nine (9) 
days including four (4) days prior to July 4" and four (4) days after, 
provided they are used in a safe manner, in a non-densely populated 
area (as determined by the enforcing officer). No fireworks will be 

permitted after 10pm. 

No minors may use fireworks without direct adult supervision. 


Penalties 


Any person found in violation of this ordinance shall be subject to a 
fine up to $250.00, plus restitution as required. 


All fireworks in the possession of a violator or in violation of this 
ordinance will be confiscated. 


This ordinance shall take effect upon passage and shall remain in full 
force and effect until amended or repealed by appropriate authority.
